COOLIDGE REBUKES FESS 
OVER PRESIDENTIAL BOOM 


Ohio Senator Impressed at White House 
Interview With Idea That Executive 
Will Dodge Draft in 1928. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 20.—Sen- 


ator Fess of Ohio, declared after a 
call at the White House today that 
President Coolidge had taken him 
severely to task for publicly and 
repeatedly declaring chat Mr. 
Coolidge would be renominated 
next year by the Republican Na- 
tioral Convention. 

The Ohio Senator said the Presi- 
dent was displeased with his state- 
ments because he feared that the 
country would gain the impression 
that he was speaking authorita- 
tively for Mr. Coolidge. 

“I’rom my conversation with the 
President this morning,” Senator 
Fess asserted, “I must admit that 
I have come away with the im- 
pression that the President will not 
consent to be drafted.” 


Fess said he told Mr. Coolidge 


that he did ot intend to stop talk- 
ing about his own impressions in 
the matter. He still believed that 
there was a wide demand for Mr. 
Coolidge throughout the country 
and that the Republican convention 
would get into a deadlock and 
would nominate the President for 
another term. 

“I want to have it thoroughly 
understood, so that all will know, 
that I am not talking for Mr. 
Coolidge when I say that I believe 
he will be drafted,” said Fess, “but 
[ must admit that I was very much 
eurprised by the emphatic scolding 
which he gave me today.” 

Senator Fess has been regarded 
as one of President Coolidzge's 
closest political associates, and 
soon after Mr. Coolidge issued his 
famous “do not choose” statement, 
the Ohio Senator said Mr. Coolidge 
would be nominated again. He has 
held consistently to this view.

COMPLETE FLIGHT 
10 BUENOS AIRES 


Costes and LeBrix Land in 
Capital of Argentina Af- 
ter 7500-Mile Trip From 


Paris. 


WERE FORCED DOWN 
ON LAST LEG 


Siren Blasts and Fireworks 
Greet Flyers on Arrival— 
Thousands at the Field, 
Including Officials. 


By the Assoclated Press. 

BUENOS, AIRES, Oct. 20, — 
Dieudonne Costes and Lieut. Jo- 
seph Le Brix arrived here in the 
“Nungesser-Coli” shortly after noon 
today, completing a flight of more 
than 6000 miles which carried them 
from Paris to the coast of Africa 
and across the South Atlantic to 
South America. 

The French aviators’ landed at 
the military flying field of El Pa- 
lomar after flying over the city to 
the accompaniment of siren blasts 
and exploding fireworks. 

Thousands of spectators were 
awaiting the plane and many of- 
ficials cordially welcomed the avi- 
ators to the city.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 20.— 
Dieudonne Costes and Lieut. Joseph 
Le Brix, in the ‘‘Nungesser-Coli,” 
Started on the last leg of their 
Paris-to-Buenos Aires flight this 
morning, leaving Pelotas, where 
they had spent the night, at 9:40 
a. m, 

Pelotas is about 400 miles from 
Buenos’ Aires, The aviators 
landed there last night 
after flying 800 miles from Rio 
Janeiro. 

A private wireless message sent 
out from Florianapolis  indicat- 
ed Costes considered it too dif- 
ficult a task to reach Buenos Aires 
yesterday owing to stormy weath- 
er, and that he would probably 
lahd somewhere en route. 

Second Forced Landing. 


The landing at Pelotas was the 
second the aviators had not sche- 
duled on their flight, the total 
length of which is estimated at 
7500 miles. Sunday they were 
compelled to stop off at Caravel- 
las, Brazil, on their hop from Port 
Natal to Rio de Janeiro, as dark- 
ness was overtaking them. 


Word that the French aviators 
had landed at Pelotas caused great 
disappointment to yesterday’s wait- 
ing throngs. From early afternoon 
El Palomar Flying KEield was 
crowded with people. The French 
Ambassador, M. Picot, was there, 
as well as many Argentine officials. 

President de Alvear remained in 
his office later than usual, as he 
wished to greet the airmen, who 
are carrying letters and presents 
to him and Mme. de Alvear.

POLICE -TRINK ROBBER 
BAND FOUND TREASURE 


$500,000 of _Rondout, IIL, 
Loot Reported to :Have 
Been Dug Up in Texas.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 20.— 


Indications that members of the 
band that robbed a mail train at 
Rondout, Ill., June 12, 1924, finally 
have recovered the remainder of 
their $1,000,000 !oot, were seen 
here today by police when it was 
learned an apparently’ successful 
treasure hunt had been carried on 
cver the week-erd at a nearby 
ranch. 

Although no direct clew linked 
the holes dug on the ranch with 
the Rondout robbery, circum- 
stances led police to belleve that 
more than $590,000 still missing 
from the Rondout loot had been 
buried on the ranch. 

Shortly after the robbery the 
Newton brothers, whose home is at 
Uvalde, near here, were arrested 
in this vicinity in connection with 
the crime and a search was made 
here for the loot. This search was 
abandoned when part of the 
money was recovered in Arkansas, 
but the remainder has never been 
found. 

Almost. immediately after the 
robbery, Dr. Dudley Jackson of 
San Antonio was approached by 
an ftalian who rented a smail 
ranch owned by the doctor north 
of town. The lalian paid twv 
months’ rent in advance but dis- 
appeared long before the two 
months expired. Recently a 
stranger came to Dr. Jackson and 


tried to buy the land, offering a 


price Jackson considered very, hizsh. 
The land, however, is In line with 
the residential growth of the city 
and Jackson refused to sell. 

Ja:kson reported to police to- 
day that treasure hunters had been 
at work on the land. More than 
50 test holes had been dug over 
the land and one big hole from 
which something had been. ken. 
Decayed boxes at the edge of the 
hole looked as if they had been 
‘ul--1 by heavy coin «gs ind 
the trees nearby had been blazed 
with cabalistic signs.

NECESSITY FOR 
SECRECY DENIED 


But Fact of Opinion in 
Civil Hearing Can’t Go 
to Jury Because of Rule 
of Law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—‘“The 
law is an idiot,” it has been said. 
Many will agree with that state- 
ment when they observe the situa- 
tlon which has arisen in the con- 
Spiracy trial of Albert Fall and 
Harry Sinclair. That situation may 
be summed up briefly as follows: 

Fall and Sinclair are now being 
defended before a jury on grounds 
which have already been rejected 
by the United States Supreme 
Court as false and worthless. Yet 
this fact is kept secret from the 
jury by a rule of law which for- 
bids the jury from learning of it. 

Soon after Fall became Secre- 
tary of the Interior in 1921, con- 
tro] of the great naval oil reserves 
was transferred from the Navy 
Department to the Interior Depart- 
ment. Thereupon [Fall secretly 
leased the two most valuable ones, 
Elk Hills and Teapot Dome. to his 
friends E. L. Doheny and Sinclair, 

In the present trial, which is a 
criminal prosecution based upon 


defense has annvunced its inten- 
tion of proving the following points 
as justification of the conduct of 
Fall and Sinclair; 


1. That Fall never sought con- 
trol of the reserves; that the trans- 
fer was urged upon him by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Denby. 

2. That the leasing of Teapot 
Dome was made necessary by the 
danger of drainage from outside 
wells. : 

3. That the secrecy in which the 
lease was signed was dite to the 
necessity of safeguarding the na- 
vy's secret war plans, 

High Court Passed on Points. 

Now, the fact is that all these 
points have been passed upon be- 
fore, by the highest court in the 
Jand.. They were advanced by the 
defense in the civil suit by which 
the Government successfully sought 
to recover the reserve, and 
its final decision canceling the 
lease and restoring the property 
to the Government, the Supreme 
Court dwelt specifically and dir- 
ectly with each of them. And this 
is what it gaid: 

1. That Fall persistently sought 
to obtain control of the reserves, 
and that when he finally succeed- 
ed, he wrote Doheny a letter 
Sioating over «the fact that he 
would thereafter be in a position 
to handle all leases without the 
necessity of consulting the Navy 
Department. 

2. That there never was any 
imminent danger of drainage. 
That the jease was not necessary 
to protect the reserve, that Fal] 
head no reason to believe it was 
necessary, and that his plea on 
that ground was “offered in bad 
faith.” 

8. That “there never was any 
legitimate reason for secrecy,” in 
connection with the lease. 
Protected by Rule of Evidence.

Throughout the oil cases he has 
been a trial to his counsel, whom 
he continually advises and corrects.

Misleading Secrecy. 

Finney, on taking the stand at 
the opening of the hearing today, 
testified that at the very time ap- 
plicants for leases On the Teapot 
Dome naval reserve were being told 
at the Interior Department that 
no leases on the reserve were CON 
templated, Fall was secretly nexo- 
tiating a lease to Sinclair of the 
entire reserve. 

Chief Prosecutor Owen J. Rob- 
erts asked Finney if he couid re- 
call any inquiries concerning Tea- 
pot Dome during the time that Fal] 
and Sinclair were negotiating (Fin- 
ney was Assistant Secretary under 
Fall and coniinues to hold that of- 
fice). 

“I personally remember a large 
number of inquiries from individ- 
uals and companies who wanted to 
know if we intended to grant any 
leases in the reserve,” Finney re- 
plied. 

Letter in Evidence. 

Roberts produced a letter which 
Finney said he had written to one 
such applicant at the very time that 
Fall and Sinclair were in the midst 
of their secret neg. ‘ation. Finney 
reminded the applicant thet the 
lai.d was a naval oil reserve and 
told the applicant that nothing in 
the law or the regulations provided 
for such leases. 

This and similar’ replies, of 
course, were made at the instance 
of Fall, who had instructed that no 
information be given, Finney said.

Finney Cross-Examined. 

The cross-examination of Finney 
was begun by Hoover.

The 
result was unsatisfactory, and 
Hoover’s persistence led to several 
clashes between himself and Rob- 
erts. There is bad blood between 
these two attarneys. Each of them 
has an exceptional capacity for get- 
ting on the other’s nerves, although 
both are rather good-humored.

Locked in Fall's Desk. 

The Teapot Dome lease was 
signed April 7. 1922. Finney first 
saw its contents on April 18, when, 
at Fall's telegraphic instructions 
from New Mexico, he prepared a 
press notice announcing that the 
reserve had been leased. He got 
the lease from Fall’s desk, where 
it had been locked when Fall de- 
parted for New. Mexico, -several 
days earlier, 

Fall’s decision to announce the 
signing of the lease was the re- 
sult of demands for information 
made on the floor of the Senate by 
the late Senator LaFollette and 
Senator Kendrick of Wyoming. 

Hoover endeavored to have Fin- 
ney say that the reason he had not 
been acquainted with the Teapot 
lease while it was being drafted 
was because he was occupied with 
other work but Finney declined 
to do more than give the bare 
fact that he was not informed of 
it. 

Defense Fails to Reply. 

After Justice Siddons had asked 
Finney to tell what, if any, pub- 
icity was given to the depart- 
ment’s policy of leasing the re- 
serve, Hoover asked leave to in- 
troduce, as evidence of such pub- 
licity, a letter written by Fall to 
the late Senator La Follette, de- 
scribing the lease. The fact is, that 
the lease was signed April 7, white 
the letter was not written untll 
five days later.

Missouri is one of the 
foremost states in the production 
of zinc ore, production centers be- 
ing around Joplin in Southwestern 
Missouri and Flat River, in the 
Southeastern section of the State. 
_“We have reached a point where 
we must do something,” P. B. But- 
ler, chairman of the committee and 
a'mine operator said. “We hate to 
think of suggesting curtailment of 
production, but nothing else has 
yet suggested itself which we be- 
lieve will work out. 

“We have tried to find new uses 
for zinc, to take up the excess 
production and bring prices back 
to normal, but as yet we have dis- 
covered nothing that will help the 
situation materially. Of course, 
due very largely to this phase of 
our efforts, the uses of zinc are 
greater and more varied than ever 
—but our production has grown 
even more rapidly.”

W.W.DEFY ORDER 
OF STATE AGAINST 
PICKETING MINES 


Colorado Workers Force 


Five More Collieries to 


Suspend Despite Warn- 
ing of Arrest. 


By the Associated Press. 
WALSENBURG, Colo., Oct. 20. 


—I. W. W. strike pickets, with 
three women in their ranks, visited 
all coal mines in this vicinity to- 
day in defiance of State authorities 
and forced five additional mines 


to suspend operations. 

Three alleged pickets were ar- 
rested by county officers, but at 
most of the minc.s the strike rep- 
resentatives were unmolested des- 
pite the elict of the State Indus- 
trial Commission and Sheriff Har- 
ry Capps that picketing was illegal 
and would not be permitted. 

A revolver was drawn on a group 
of pickets who went to the Lester 
& Rouse Mines of the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co., by John Morgan, 
captain of the mine guards, but his 
warning to leave the mine was ig- 
nored by the three women pickets 
and the men who accompanied 
them in four automobiles. 

Morgan did not fire and the pic- 
kets went directly to the tipple or 
the mines where the miners were 
preparing to start the day’s work. 
After talking to the pickets all em- 
ployes decided not to work and 
left. One hundred and 63 company 
men worked at the two mines yes- 
terday. 

The Turner and New Turner 
mines, 16 miles north of here, also 
were visited by pickets and as a 
result both mines were idle. Other 
pickets went to the Alamo mine 
where 130 men worked yesterday 
with the result that the miners did 
not go to work today. At. the two 
Turner mines 85 men worked yes- 
terday.

NEXT PAN-AMERICAN CONFERENCE. 
From the Washington Star. 
HE conference on simplification and 
standardization of consular procedure in 


Washington is another of the many steps 
taken under the general guidance of the 
Pan-American Union to overcome the nat- 
ural obstacles now impeding the smooth 
flow of commerce between the Ameri- 
can republics. Consular procedure, de- 
termined as it is by each nation to meet 
its own requirements, becomes so techni- 
cal and complicated at times that its mas- 
tery and understanding by shippers react 
to the disadvantage of all concerned. That 
these requirements differ widely, and often 
conflict, causes further difficulties. The 
purpose of the present gathering, in which 
21 republics of North, South and Central 
America and the West Indies are repre- 
sented, will seek a standardized and simpli- 
fied procedure which may be adopted by all 
the countries. The recommendations of the 
present conference will be transmitted to 
the governments concerned and submitted 
for adoption to the Sixth International Con- 
ference of American States which meets in 
Havana, Cuba, Jan. 16. 

The conference meeting at the Pan- 
American Union is an outgrowth of the 
third Pan-American Commercial Confer- 
ence from the meetings of which in the 
past have grown a number of commercial 
conventions relating to trade marks, cus- 
toms procedure and kindred subjects, all 
of them designed to make the business of 
commerce between the neighborly repub- 
lics of the two American continents flow 
unimpeded. Devoid, as they are, of po- 
litical complications or radically differing 
points of view, they have been successful. 
Continuation of conferences between the 
American republics is indicative of mutual 
striving toward the friendly relationg to 
which they are dedicated. Removing the 
barriers of trade and commerce takes 
down, at the same time, obstacles in the 
way of friendship and good will

Is the welfare and pros+ 
perity of the entire nation of less importance 
than the dividends derived from the ex- 
portation of steel, oil and automobiles? 

It ig inconceivable that these American 
ships that export American time sheets as 
well as American goods and then bring 
back American payrolls will be allowed to 
disappear from the seven seas. Neverthe- 
less, while President Coolidge, ha’ ac- 
knowledged that these essential American 
flag trade routes must be maintained, 
at the same time he strenuously objects to 
the Government building any new ships. 
How he expects trade routes to be main- 
tained without replacement is beyond com- 
prehension. 

Shipping legislation that will induce pri- 


vate capital to invest in American shipping , 


is needed but Congress rarely acts upon 
necessity alone.. There must be a demand 
and the most logical place for that demand 
to originate is from the manufacturtrs and 
shippers of American products.

The leader's average speed was

istered wus 80 miles an hour.

New Ways to 
Fix Oysters 


YSTER Bronx—Select oysters 
Q-: fine quality, remove any 
shell and drain. “" 

If large, cut in pieces. Allow 
i.bout six small oysters to a cock- 
tail glass, chill and just before 
serving add the following dressing: 

Two tablespoons tomato catsup, 
one tablespoon mushroom catsup, 
one tablespoon horseradish, three 
tabasco sauce, two table- 
spoons strained lemon juice, one 
tablespoon finely minced green 
pepper. 

This amount makes -four serv- 
ings. It should be served with 
brown bread rolls and crisp cel- 
ery. 

Oyster Tarts—Rolk plain pastry 
in a thin sheet.~ With a pastry 
wheel or a sharp knife cut in five- 
inch squares, (The pastry wheel 
gives a crimp edge. On each 
square place /sfive fine uncooked 
oysters, addysalt, paprika, a little 
horseradish and lump of butter. 
Bring the opposite corners of the 
squares together and fasten with 
toothpicks. Brush over with melt- 
ed butter and place on baking 
sheet. Bake in modcrate oven un- 
til pastry is thoroughly cooked. Re- 
move picks and serve at once with 
parsley garnish. 

Oyster Scr:mble—Three eggs, 
one-half cup milk, two tablespoons 
butter, one cup oysters. 

Melt the butter in the top of 
the double boiler. Beat the eggs 
until Ught, add milk, salt and pap- 
rika and turn the mixture into the 
melted butter. Cook until mix- 
ture begins to thicken. Parhoi! 
the oysters, cut them in fine pieces 
and have ready to add to err m'x- 
ture when it begins to thicken. 
Continue cooking, stirring occa- 
sionally, until mixture is thick. 
Serve at once on strips of hot toast 
or hot wafers. 

Oyster Croquettes With Cucum. 
ber Sauce—One cup veal or chick. 
en stock, two tablespoons butter, 
four tablespoons flour, salt, pap- 
rika, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley, one teaspoon lemon Juice.
